os BARRON. . - :

J ‘shall: say nothing whatover in this 
chaptor about the habits and customs of the 
Quocnsland crocodile, but restrict it oxelu- 
sively to an account of my shooting advon- 
turea, and particularly to tho destruction of ; 
the three specimens which can be sean 
carofally proserved -at my house on the 
Barron, by anyons whoso curiority tempts 
to nnine-milo ride out of Cairns. These 
throo specimans measure respectively 7ft. 
Zin., Off. din., and LOM, Sin. . The last was 
shot by mo on tho 16th of January of this 
year, and tho medium-sized ono was the 
first T killed in the Barron. FT oan fatcly 
say, without fear of contradiction}: that;T- 
have shot tore crocodiles than any man in 

- the colony, having killed six within the J 
past twelve months, in proof of which Tau 
show the most conclusive and unanswerable 
evidones. In June, 1483, T was on my Way 
home from Cairns by way of the Barron; 
accompaniod by V. O'Connell and Gi 
Simpson. On nearing tho old Smithtiold 
Tanding, tho sun was disappearing chine 
tho Coast Range in the gorge vf, tho Bar- 
ron, and the dark scrubs fringing tho banks 
. of the river woro throwing their’ firat, oven- 
ing shadows across the water. I was sitting 
in the stern of the beat, with a sharp look 
out for any trace Gf 4, crucallile, 
and beside me waa. & fuyourite lb. 
Swinburne rillo carrying the Martini 
cartridge, “Beneath « fringe of cation 
bushes on the left bunk 1 xaw what 
scemed tobe only a piece of driftweol, no 
bigger than your and, more a couple o} 
yorda up stream and atop suddenly.

Close in to the opposite rock is what ap- 
pears to be an old grey Jog lying just undor 
the purface, nnd one end nearly on shore, 
Tho inexperioneed spectator would take no 
notice of that old gray log, and most likely 
walk down to tho edge of the water and 
have a nico cool drink, It would be his 
lust deink,on this earth. That innocent 
looking old gray log is a 16ft. crocodile, 
that. would seiva-a nian ‘in Uhoso terrible 
jawa and shako him aa o nastiff shakes # 
rat, or strike hin dead with every hone 
smashed by ono sweep of that tremendous 
tail.

of being savagely attacked by the stomach 
or the Liver. In the afternyon J re- 
turned with three Chinamen. ond Mr. 


being only ahout 4ft., we lifted him up and 
dragged him imto the boat. "fhe firat ball 
had struck him in the right-cye, passed 
through the front part of the brain, 
and enrried away a piece of tho skull 
in emerging above the opposite eye.

‘The trousers 
were comparatively sound, only showing a 
few ronte and teeth marks here and there. 
Evidently the cruevdile was under tho delu- 
sion thatthe Chinaman was inside the 
trousers when he awallowed them, and of 
course hia aubsequent disappointment must 
have made-lim feel mad, and given him a 
contemptibly ancan opinion of blue serge 
trousers as an article of diot. After the 
Chinaman parted with his garment, he 
covered the first hundred yards in the 
shortest time on record, A lot of China- 
mon were watching tho process of dissec- 
tion, and, when O'Connell Auttered the 
familinr indinpenssbles to the brevze, the 
excitement was immense, and they all 
started simultanvously.in a high-pressure 
digetasion that appeared to me to sinbrace 
all the dialects of tho Chineso Empire sud 
a few borrowed from the Tartars. 

On snother occasion J wus going up tho. 
Barron in m boat lvaded with furniture, 
which tho steamer had loft about three 
miles below my house, and the cars were 
manned by Fred, Andersen and a Celes- 
tial. On the bank about a mile above 
Froshwater Creek wasa 7fs. crocodile lying 
asleep with hisnouth wide open. He was 
a young and ignorant crocodile, or he wonld 

“not have been foolishly snoozing there at 
that hour of the day. The compressed ball 
entered the side of his neck, struck the 
vertebra, glanced down at almost a right 
angle, and came out under the throat. We 
lifted him into tho boat, ond started for 
home. After pulling about o quarter ofa 
milo, the amphibious ‘ terror ' unexpected] 
recovered consciousness—recovered enoaek 
of it to enable him to make a fotocious 
plunge for the bow our; and, though 
‘Andersen is & man of aboutO0 yeari of age, 
may soy that in hid retreat tu the nose of 
the boat he displayed an agility that would 
make the fortune of a cireus acrobat. The 
Chinaman, having a regard for economising 
his energies, simply foll ovor his seat hack- 
ward, and gayo'a yell that baffled all the 
-efforta of tho local wolkin to reproduce it, 
Teiutehed the crocodile's tail, and held on 
ag ifthe fate of Queensland dopended on 
the progress of that animal being promptly 
arrested, aud managed to get a rope into his 
jews and tie him up until he was diseourag- 
ed by the cross bar of au irom bedstead.

No 
man will ever skin a second crocodile 
for amusement, any more than he will 
wake up his aseond baby for the jey of 
hearing him yell; bnt we finished that-one 
at last, and removed Hie skin with the head 
and lng attached, #9 that the specimen can 
be stufled and set up at any time. The 
entire animal rust have weighed about 
Sowt., and his fall length was 16ft. din. 
He was a venerable old erovudile, with most 
of his teeth goue, but all the rest of hn 
was perfect. His ntomach was examined 
with breathless curiosity, and found to 
contain a lot of quandong seeds, a fragment 
of hal€inch rope about 2ft. long with o

juice of aschoalbuy or strong nitric acid will 
dissolve thum. The goat’s hoofs and porcu- 
pine quills were evidently not far off being 
reduced to chyle, the shellfish were rupidly 
passing into phosphate of lime, an 
the uandong - seeds were contribut- 
ing. their slare in the general chacs “of 
proteids, winerals, fats, and amyloids, 
which the living chemical lahoratory was 
propuring fur tha benetit of that crocodile ; 
at the metal trouser butions wander 
abont- among the wreck, supereilionsly 
challenging anything to remove or conquer 
them. The completo skin of this crocodile, 
with the legs and head attached, is now 
among my collected trophies of the rifle, 
and on view.to allcomers. Although no 
fat was attached to the skin, which was 
therefore casily cured, there was an 
cnarmeus quantity throughout the caress, 
especially in the tail, and I havo now five 
gaatts of beautifully clear puce oil obtained 
tom a lot of fat cub off and brought down 
with the skin. Any man who has not seo 
a erocodily will only require to have a caure- 
ful glance at this specimen tu convince him 
that the best way to cross our nurthem 
rivers is eithor in ironclad gunboats or on 
suspension bridges a thousand fect high.
